1. Applicant submits the following remarks as a clarification to the record of the captioned 
application. 

2. Applicant conducted a review of the prosecution of the captioned matter after receipt of the 
Notice of Allowance. In that review, Applicant noticed that during prosecution the immediate 
prior version of the claims presented in certain claim amendments was not accurate. 

3. In interviews conducted with the Examiner after issuance of the Notice of Allowance dated 
January 26, 2010, Applicant's Representative brought this observation to the attention of the 
Examiner. In the interviews the Examiner confirmed that the allowed claims were those 
presented in the paper filed September 28, 2009, regardless of any discrepancies that may have 
occurred during prosecution. Subsequent amendments by the Examiner after allowance further 
show that the claims presented in the paper filed September 28, 2009 were consistent with the 
USPTO records.
